The thirteenth century saw, 
twenty plagues and nineteen fumines, | 
while the fourteenth nad a Diack tee 
ord of disease. [pn 1348 the “binck 
plague” or “binck death,” which was 
brought Into the country fromthe east, 
caused the death of 100.000 persons in 
London alone, while in Europe alto 
gether 25,000,000 people fell victims to 
Its ravages, 

In 1485 the “sweating sickners” ap 
peared to England, causing great de 
struction of human fe. it reappear 
ed at various intervais for a century 
thereafter. The last terrible visitatiog 
of the plague in Engiand was in 
1664-68, by which 100,000 lives were 
lost in London alone, 

This epidemic was followed by the 
great fire of 1666, which destroyed 16,- 
Including all the most 
densely populated portions of the city. 
The rebuilding of Loudon with seme- 
regard to sanitary tuws appears to 
have put the first check on the ept 
demic diseases that bad previously

The Force of Lightning 

The amount of light given by a sin- 
gle lightning flash is enough, an elec- 
trician calculates, to illuminate an 
area of two square miles. 
itself would be visible several miles 
further off, but the remotest part of 
the region mentioned would have as 
much light as would be given by a 
candle—quite enough to read by. 

To produce such a light it would be 
necessary to expend 13,000 horse- 
power for a second. These figures 
appear large, but the time is short. 
The flash might be for only 1-1000 
part of a second, but the impression on 
the eye would continue for a tenth 
of a second anyway. Reckoned down 
to an exact hour, this moment of force 
would mean only about four horse- 
power. -

What Ancient Knew About Eclipses 

The ancients found out how to pre 
dict eclipses of the moon, but those 
They ob- 
served the lunar cycle of eighteen Jul- 
jan years eleven days, in which the 
moon returns to almost the same po- 
sition in the heavens, but they could 
not apply this to solar eclipses, al- 
though the period answers for both 
The reason of the failure was that, 
although solar eclipses recur in a fixed 
order within the cycle, they are not 
visible again at the same part of the 
earth's surface. Eclipses of the moon 
are universally visible. 

Jn any given year the number of 
eclipses of the sun and muon togeth- 
er cannot be less than two or more 
than seven. The most usual num- 
ber is four, It is very rarely that it 
exceeds six Astronomers observe 
what they call “eclipse seasons” for 
each year. These last thirty-six days 
for solar and twenty-three days for 
lunar ecllpses. The seasons occur 
about twenty days earlier every year 
—Pall Mall Gazette.

The discussion on stallions led to} 
the statement that there had been a 
larger number of cases of abortion 
among mares than usual this vear. 
Abortion, it is said, was recognised | 
as a contagious disease among cat- 
tle, and some scientists believed 
that it was also contagious among 
horses.

It was agreed toask the Domin-|

With regard to the stallion ques- 
tion, under discussion previously, | 
the idea was mooted of the Union | 
hiring a stallion for the use of their 
members, but those present were 
not unanimous on the point, and 
the matter was dropped. | 

THE MUNICIPALITIES ACT 

Mr W. G. Way, chairman of the 
Local Improvement District 12T4, | 
was asked to give the Union some 
details on the new Rural Municipal- 
ities Act, and in reply he gave the} 
substance of it, in the same manner | 
as explained in last week's issue of 
the Standard. 

Mr Way, stated that LID 12T4 
would cease to exist on 15th Novy- 
ember, and that if steps were not 
taken to form a*Rural Municipality 
and a petition handed in for same 
by the beginning of August, they 
would be left with no form of local | 
government of the roads, He was 
very strongly in favor of the new 
act, it would give the power to 
make real improvements on the 
roads, and spread the payments} 
over a considerable period of years, | 
and it would give them practically 
the same powers as Town Councils. 
At present a petition for a new 
municipality was being got up. 50 
names were required, and to date 
he had got 44, so that he did not 
think there was any fear of them 
not having a rural municipality for 
the district surrounding Strathmore. 

The new municipality would be| 
composed as follows:—

The municipality will therefore be

Mr Way stated that under the| 
present Local Improvement system 
it was impossible to put roads into 
the shape they should be, and they 
were unable to borrow money to 
carry out the work.

JUDGE WALSH'S DECISION

THE FARMER’S SON, 


He Must Follow His “Natural Bert” 
Say Educationists. 


Authorities tell us that every hu- 
man being is so const:tuted that there 


married life one js a particular line of work at which 


the indivdual will reach a maximum 
of efficiency. 
is to provide such education for boys 
and girls of the farm as will result in 


the farm. 

However, it is not in accord with 
natural laws or the best interests of 
general education for a Government 
or the head of any institution t» aim 
at keeping al! farm boys on the soil 
by any separation of the agricultural 
institution that means a discord 
among educational forcea. 

Principal Black and those who ar- 
gued for separation of Manitoba Agri- 
cultural College from Manitoba Unt- 
versity on the plea that such relation- 
ship would prevent farm boys from 
hd ng up the agricultural course in 
avor of some other line of study, 
should ponder what Charles Dickens 
has to say about education in general, 
and “the natural bent” in particular. 

Or, better, they should have heard 
James L. Hughes, superintendent of 
schools for Toronto, at the annual 
convention of the Manitoba Teachers’ 
Association recently, when he spoke 
on “Dickens as an Educator.” Men- 
tion was made of Dickens’ opinion of 
the fathers of his day, who decided 
as their children were born into the 
world what occupation they should 


follow; no regard was given to “the. 


natural hent,’ 
Dickens realized that no man should 


undertake to select a vocation for an- | 
He argued that even fathers — 


other. 
were not capable of choosing a line of 
work for their youthful sons, each of 
whom had a “natural bent.” 

Principal Black wisely argues that 
it is the object of his college to send 
4s many as possible of the sons of 
the svil back to the farm; but at the 
same time he makes arrangements to 
place as many as possible of the grad- 
uates in positions away from their 
farms. This is what creates suspicion 
as to what is the real object in sep- 
arating the agricultural college from 
the university. 

If good reason or sound argument 
had been put forth, there would have 
been little or no objection to the 
move. However, since a relationship 
was established a few short years ago, 
no change should heve been made 
without good and sufficient reason. 
At all events, this is the age of union 
and harmony of educational interests, 
rather than of separation and dis- 
cord. 

Train your sons to be good farmers 
if you can, but don't forget that each 
one has a ‘natural bent.’’—Montreal 
Standard.

and Union Jacks complete. This, 
on a level open space, with back- 
ground of little hills and groups of 
trees, made a most perfect setting 
for the six or seven hundred Indians 
congregated there by one o'clock, 
in holiday attire, ready for the 
complete programme of twenty-five 
races prepared for them by their 
agent. A glance at the programme 
will show what thought had been 
expended in its preparation :

1oo yards foot race, girls under 15;

The twenty-five races were all 
successfully pulled off between one 
and six o'clock without a hitch or 
one disagreeable feature, either in 
the carrying out of the programme 
or on the grounds. This would be 
a credit to a white man’s ‘ Sports’ 
Day,” and was therefore doubly so 
to an Indians’. 

The Sports had attacted many 
from all parts, Indians haying come 
down from the Saskatchewan and 
vther distant points, and altogether 
with Indians and spectators there 
must have numbered about 1560 
people. The Stonies are a fine lot 
of Indians, ‘* sports " in every sense 
of the word. Whilst they all 
worked to win, they took defeat 
like men. They were clean, and 
their vivid silk handkerchiefs as 
head covers, and many-colored 
shawls and ribbons, made the scene 
an essentially picturesque one. Mr 
Waddy has every reason to be well 
pleased with his work amongst the 
Stonies. They will long remember 
the splendid day's sport he gave 
tfiem this Victoria Day

AY person who is the sole head of a tamily, o1 


a quarter section of available Dominion land in 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan, or Alberta. The applicant 
must appear in person at the Dominion Lands 
Agency or Sub-agency for the district. Entry by 
proxy may be made at any agency, on certain con- 
ditions by father, mother, son, daughter, brother or 
sister of intending homesteader- 

Duties—Six months’ residence upon and cultiva- 
tion of the land in each of three years. A home- 
steader may live within nine miles of his homestead 
on a farm of at least 80 acres solely owned and oc- 
cupied by him or by his father, mother, son, daugh- 
ter, Liuther or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteaderin good standing 
may pre-empt a quareer-section alongside his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre 

Duties-~Must reside upon the homestead or pre- 
emption six months in each of six years from date of 
homestead entty including the time required to earn 
homestead patent) and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

_ A homesteader who has exhausted his homestead 
right and cannot obtain a pre-emption may enter for 
a purchased homestead in certain districts. Price
